defeat Is not in the manner 
fta which it was accomplish- 


ed. What it really means is 
that the opposition is still 
formidable, despite the re- 
moval of objections by Can- 
ada and President Eisenhow- 
er.

The cost of sickness is a 


major 
source 
of worry 


among elderly and retired 
people today. While social 
security pensions and priv- 
ate retirement annuities pro- 
vide economic security while 
in good health, a major ill- 
ness requiring hospitaliza- 
tion and surgery often finds 
the elderly person without 
the resources for adequate 
care. 


Health insurance for the 


younger elements of the pop- 
ulation has gone a long way 
to solve this problem; but 
such insurance for individu- 
als over age 65 has been a 
difficult problem. Such per- 
sons are usually living on a 
reduced income at the same 
time that serious illnesses 
are apt to come more fre- 
quently. 


For the "over 65" group as 


a whole, average income is 
down at exactly the period 
in their lives when average 
health care needs are up. 


There are no complete so- 


lutions to this problem; but 
one major insurance com- 
pany has recently offered a 
sound health insurance poli- 
cy for the "over 65" age 
group. The coverage is am- 
ple to cover a major part — 
if not all — of the hospital- 
ization and surgical expense 
of a serious illness. The poli- 
cies cannot be canceled un- 
less the company discontin- 
ues this type of policy. Pre- 
miums are kep£ low by re- 
ducing the "overhead" costs 
in sale of the insurance and 
collections 
of 
premiums. 


This involves the use of elec- 
tronic accounting machines 
and mass selling techniques. 


Possession of such a policy 


should go a long way to 
eliminate trorry about the fi- 
nancial impact of health 
care. And wide participation 
in the plan by elderly peo- 
ple would also help to solve 
a major national problem in 
the health care of the in- 
creasing proportion of the 
population in the older age 
groups.
